giviiP'Ai >nv suggestions under 
the ' jlkiw.titf three heads, vi?.: 
' First, the true causes ol the war; 
second, the number of sokliers 
who sen'e«.l in the two armies, 
and. thud, the best practical 
method of getting the actual 
facts of the war— its eaua o s , eon* 
duct anii iv. ilti- presented in a 
vray to make a lodgment in the 
miiidi of the younff ptcfh of the 
land. 

1 had previously in my corn- 
munications touched in a desul- 
tory way upon all of these aub- 
jects, and had finally mapped out 
a itioro .nt'rr..itie and connected 
plan tor u tieries of reports to be 
made from year to year to fully 
s,i.'t fipi ih riiv ideas, and tlie his- 
torical iruiii. on these subjects, 
which 1 then thought, and now 
think to be of the greatest iro* 
ix>rtance. both to the cause of en> 
liirhted patriotism and to our 
reputation, lionor and fair fame 
as soldiers.
